SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The video slick entitled Wet Rubber is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The video slick is considered to promote the infliction of, and the suffering of physical 
harm and pain for sexual purposes, and it degrades and dehumanises the 
participants. 

The publication is a video slick which presents photographic images of a male and a 
female engaged in sexual activities. These include vaginal intercourse, digital vaginal 
penetration and fellatio. Further activities include the insertion of a reflex hammer into 
the penis and tightly binding the penis with a stethoscope. When the female inserts 
the reflex hammer into the penis of the male he appears to grimace in pain. However 
the male’s penis is erect and he appears to consent to the activity. The image 
suggests that some sexual stimulation is derived from the suffering of pain. This 
image and one other where the male’s penis is bound presents the infliction of pain 
with potential for physical harm. The clothes which the participants wear, which are 
rubber with holes cut for body parts, and activity of the individuals reduces both the 
male and female to purely sexual body parts. The presentation degrades and 
dehumanises them to a significant degree. 

Consideration has been given to the relevant provisions of the New Zealand Bill of 
Rights Act 1990 as they affect this publication. 
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
